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Navy Department Not Sure Sub Did Work The Offensive Has Shifted From Germans 
But Circumstances Indicate It—No 
To The Franco-Americans Who Are 
Report Yet On Loss Of Lives 


New York, July 19. (/Pt— German submarines appear to have 


renewed their operations off the American coast. The United States 


armored cruiaer, San Diego, was sunk not far from the entrance to 


New York harbor today. Circumstantial reports reaching here indi­ 


cate that »he was torpedoed. There were also reports tonight, though 


not confirmed, that other ships had been attacked, one being describ­ 
ed as a coastwise passenger ship. 


Whether there had been a toll of lives taken on the San Diego 


was not known up to a late evening hour. Not more than 335 had 


been accounted for out of a crew of 1144 men aboard the war ship of 


which some 300 reached New York on a tank steamship at 10 o’clock 


tonight. Thirty-two men, a lieutenant and an ensign and 30 sailors, 


were landed in life boats this afternoon on the Long Island shore. 


Survivors are reported to have been picked up by other ships however 
and to be on the way to New York. 


Although the navy department announced that the cause of the 


loss of the San Diego had not been determined, information received 


from reliable sources this afternoon indicated that submarines have 
been operating off the coast and that she had been torpedoed. 


Several merchant steamers were reported to have responded to 


the S. O. S. calls of the San Diego and shore wireless stations and 


stood by and picked up survivors. The crews of the Fire Island and 


Oak Island coast guard stations left for the scene and had not re­ 
turned at 10:30 o’clock tonight. 


Despite reports of attacks on other ships and that warnings had 
been sent to coastwise shipping to keep close to the coast, naval of­ 


ficials maintained that they had no information to lead them to be­ 


lieve that the submarines had come again to the Atlantic coast.

o f the sinking has not yet been d eterm in ed .” 


“ T h e San D iego w as an arm ored cruiser o f 1 5 ,6 8 0 tons d isp lace­ 


m ent and carried a co m p lem e n t o f 1 1-11 officers and m e n .” 


Late tonight the n a v y departm ent w ould add nothing to this 


statem en t and officials professed to h av e no inform ation of the cause 


o f the loss or thenum ber of survivors. It w as apparent h o w ev e r that 


officials are prepared to hear that so m e lives w ere lost despite the 


optim istic tone of the initial dispatches. 


T he return o f the underseas raiders w as to be exp ected since the 


sinkings of M ay and June had sh ow n the G erm an adm iralty capble 


o f carrying the subm arine w arfare to the doors o f A m erica. T h e San 


D ieg o w'as the first m ajor warship to be lost since this country en ter­
